WASHINGTON, November 6.—Some inter- 
esting facts regarding the imports and ex- 
ports of this country during the past year 
have just been finished by the Treasury De- 
nartinent. The largest importation in value 
during the vear, counting by single articles, 
was sugar. Of brown sugar there was im- 
ported into this country; during the year 
$83,000,000 worth, while the total of sugar, 


molasses and articles of th¥s nature was 
£100,000,000, or S2 worth for every person 
in the country. This is an _ incsease of 


about $2,000,000 over the preceding year. The 


next highest article in value imported in the 
vear was coffee, which amounted in value to 
$16,000,000, or about one dollar's worth for 
each person. Of coffee there were linported 
450,000,000 pounds, or an average of nine 
wunds to each person. (of sugar there were 
mported 1,575,000,000 pounds, or nearly forty 
pounds for each person in the country, 

After there were 78,000,000 pounds valued 
al $20,000,000, or about Ofty cents per head. 
‘The total imports were 725,000,000, or a little 
over 814for each ‘rson. ‘Thus tea, coffee 
and sugar formed nearly one-fourth of the 
total value of the importations into this 
country during the vear.

HAMPERED TRADE. 


Gould's Southwestern System Ar- 
raigned. 


Is 


Vexatious and Absurd Freight Discriminations 
in Texas and Arkansas. 


There is one grievance which the St. Louis 
merchant has with him always, and that 
is the question of freights. Every year at 
the opening of the winter trade the peculiar 
hardships and obstacles under which and in 
spite of which business in St.Louis is conduct- 
ed receive some sulky objurgation from the 
mercantile body, but nothing has ever been 
done looking toward acomplete and final 
settlement of the difficulty. Individual mer- 
chants have attempted to make a stand 
against the discriminations and exorbitances 
directed against them, but they have soon 
come to recognize that in union alone is 
their strength, and union is impossible to se- 
cure. This morning a reporter called on Mr. 
Buek, at the Buck’s Brilliant Stove Works, 
and asked himit he were not having a good 
deal of trouble with his Southwestern 
freights. “Yes,” said he, 
am. For one I must confess that 
I ‘am very much surprised at 
Mr. Filley’s statement that he has no diffi- 
fruity with the Texas rates. My experience 

is that while we can geta very fair car load 
rate to Texas points over the Gould reads, 
the rates on small lots is almost prohibitive. 
For instance: If the freight for a ear load 
point in Texas is eighty cents per 100 the rate 
for less than a car load lotis $1 50 per 100, a 
difference of nearly 100 per cent. Just 
to illustrate the point,day ae tell yesterday | 
was shipping 14,000 pounds of freight toa 
customer in Fair Port, Ark.:; by calling it 
20,000 pounds (a car load) I saved S23 in 
freight. In other words I can ship 20,000 
ponnce $23 cheaper than 14,000 pounds, which 
sa patent absurdity, but which illustrates 
better than anything else can the manner in 
which the Gould lines are doing business 
for St. Louis. That six thousand 
pounds additional which the railroad pays 
me $23 to shipis the bone of contention in 
th ewhole business.”’

For instance, 
we have to pay fifteen — cents 
more per hundred to Memphis than 
the Cincinnati shipper, and, of course, we 
have to lose that money ourselves, From 
Cineinnati to New Orleans is cheaper than 
from St. Louis to New Orleans, also,  al- 
though in each instance the Cincinnati run is 
the longer of the two.

The Mathews murder trial, whieh has been 
in progress in the Cireuit Court at Belleville 
for the last four days, is eoneluded, the jury 
returning a verdict of guilty and assessing 


the punishment at death. The argu.

eluded at 9 o’eclock last night, the 


Judge oecupied a few minutes in instructing 
the jury and the tife of Philip Matthews was 
placed in the hands of the twelve men. The 
crowd in the court-room when the case was 
given to the jury was the largest ever assem 
bled on a like oceasion in this county. 
The accused remained seated in the court 
room about an hour after the jury retired, 
taking the same keen interest in all that was 
said and done around him, but exhibiting no 
fear of the result. He was then taken to the 
jail, surrounded by five deputies. Every ef- 
fort was made to -induce the crowd 
to disperse, but it was only successful when

PAYING THE PIPER. 


————— 


The People Who Are Paying for 
Street Reconstruction. 


What the Principal-Property Owners Have to 
Pay for the Reconstructed Streets. 


The gentlemen who have organized the 
Real Estate Protective Association insist 
that the burdens upon eal estate are al- 
ready sufficiently onerous, and that the im- 
position of a special tax upon abutting prop- 
erty for the reconstruction of certain of our 
streets with granite is an additional 
levy which is not only illegal, but extortion- 
ate and intolerable. How far this claim is 
justified is a question which the courts of the 
State will probably be called upon to decide. 
In order to zive the readers of the Post- 
DisraAtcu, both those who are real estate 
owners and who way, therefore, take a special 
interest in the street problem, and those who 


look upon the agitation from a_ pure- 
ly disinterested standpoint, an opportuni- 
ty of forming some opinion = upon 
the merits of the case, the Post-DiIsPaTcHu 
has been at pains to compile from the plats 
in the special tax Aepartment of the office 
of the President of the Board of Public In- 
provements and from the Street Commission- 
er’s books a list of the principal owners of 
property along the streets to be recon- 
structed. The list contains the names of the 
owners, the number of feet assessed 
in each name, the rate per front 
foot for reconstruction, and the total 
amount of special tax which each real estate 
owner will be required topay. For the con- 
venience of readers the list has been subdi- 
vided into the divisions fixed by the ditferent 
street reconstruction ordinances,
